TO FIND A GAS LEAK.

There s o Way to Prevent Explosion
d and Fire,

The folly of huuting for a leak In
i gas-plpe with a lghted match is
not €0 much becsuse of the danger
of an explosion as of other damage,
a8 Is shown by the egperlence of a
West Philadelphia householder last
week., One or two small leaks were
dotected by going over all the pipes
and holding a lighted mateh to them,
The smell of gas ceased, but wna re-
placed a few houra later by the gmell
of hurning wood. Another visit to
the cellar showed & charred floor
jolst o littls distance above a gas-
pipe. There was no apparent cause
for this until a very close examina-
tion discovered that a tiny jot of gus
was lsauing from the plpa beneath
the beam, It was lighted, but wos
a0 gwmall a3 to be blue in color and
nearly invisible, -1t had besn lHghted
by the mateh used in the first tnvess
tgation, but had not been noticed,
“If that lenk had happencd to be n
the Jend )ulut lustead of an fron con-
raotlon,'” sald & gns man, ‘“there
would probubly have been work for
the fire department. The smallest
porsible jot of lighted gas issuing
through lead will in time beat and
melt the lead and make the leak
larger, until & big flamoe s lesuing,
This may make n fire hours later, in
the deand of the night or at o time
when no one ls In the house, The
only proper way to look for these
yvary small leaks Is Lo palft the sus-
pected pipe  with o smooth .soap
Iather. Just as in the case of a bi-
cyele tire, the tinlest leak will hlow
& bubble In the Iather, and there
you are,”—Philadelphis Record.
